BLAME TRAFFIC 


OF FATALITIES IN COUNTRY] 


FOR MOST 


Traffic, including rallroads, ele- 
vated and street cars, and motor 
vehicles, is now responsible for 
more than h of our accidental 
fatalities while industry causes 
only one-ninth. The remainder are 
from asphyxiation, burns, drown- 
ing and the like, in the homes 
and in miscellaneous public places. 
Motor vehicles are involved in 
more than one-third’ of the to- 
tal. In Chicago and itn Cook coun- 
ty, Illinois, the accident problem 
today is on the streets rather than 
in the industries, 

The foregoing statements were 
made recently by Sidney J. Wil- 
ae director of the public safe- 

division of the National Safety 

uncil m an address delivered to 
the Western Society of Engineers: 
Among his many other forceful 
rematks on that occasion, and his 
suggestions for improvement in 
public safety conditions, are the 
following: 


AUTO GREATEST FACTOR 

The automobile today is easily 
the greatest single factor in acci- 
dent causation, in Chicago and 
elsewhere. This is no indictment 
of the automobile as such, nor 
would any of us wish to return to 
the horse age, but the death of 
more than 20,000 of our country- 
men in automobile accidents in 
1924 makes it perfectly clear that 
the mechanical development of 
this wonderful modern necessity 
has far outstripped our ability to 
use it in safety and comfort. 

Our manifest failure in this re- 
spect, which has made automo- 
bile accidents a pressing national 
problem, has occurred along at 


Jeast three important lines: 


(1.) In the capacity 
of our streets and highways.

(3.) In our personal self-con- 
trol in driving these mechanical 
horses that respond so readily to 
our slightest touch.

automobile fatalities occur? In 
Chicago in 1924, four-fifths of all 
the persons killed tn automobile 
accidents were pedestrians; the re- 
maining one-fifth covers collisions 
between motor vehicles, collisions 
of an automobile with a railroad 
train, street car or fixed object, | 
overturning and, miscellaneous. 
Whoever may be most at fault, 
it is clear that the pedestrian is 
the greatest sufferer. 

Of the 441 pedestrian fatalities 
in Chicago in 1924, there were 
ninety. that occurred on the boule- 
vards and through streets and 351 
on other streets. On every ten/j. 
miles of through streets there 
were, on the average, not quite 
six pedestrian deaths; on every 
ten miles of other streets, there 
were one and one-half pedestrian 
deaths. Considering the much 
greater volume of traffic qn the 
through streets, this record indi- 
cates that our boulevard and 
through-street system not only 
helps to move traffic but helps to 
keep down accidents, when traf- 
fic at intersections is controlled 
by signal lights and officers and 
when speeding is checked by the 
constant activities of the police. 

It is clearly established that 
proper control at intersections not 
only keeps the traffic untangled 
but keeps down accidents. :

Fertilizer Tests Give 
Interesting Results 


VAN NUYS.—The fertiliser test 
plots conducted since mber 236 on the 
8S. O. Houghton ranch here have een har- 
vested and the data obtained therefrom 
given out. The tests were under the super- 
vision of Mr. Houghton and representatives 
of the agricultural extension service. Uni- 
form quality, weight and appearance for 
market were sought. 

Four plots, with 
only, produced 311 packed crates per ecre. 
At 85 cents a crate, the increased net re- 
turn over the product of unfertilized soil 
was $29.50, the average cost of fertilizer be- 
ing $10.37. Two plots carried nitrogenous 
fertilizers and potash. These yielded 305 
packed crates per acre and yielded an in- 
creased return of $34.85 per acre. With 
costs at $16.81, the net returns over un- 


_| treated plots was $19.04. A 4-8-4 fertilizer 


yielded 290 crates per acre with an in- 
creased return of $22.10, netting $12.30. One 
of the plots with 200 pounds of 


showed an increase of twenty-two crates . 


and a net of $12.70 over the check pilots. 
Eight check plots averaged 264 crates to the 
acre. About 60 per cent of the field was 
picked over with the expectation of a sec- 
ond picking, but market conditions made 
this inadvisable.

Would Create “Kansas 
Farm” in Desert 


‘By GEORGE LAW 


When EB. B. Keegins, who was raised on a 
farm in the Republican River country of 
Northern Kansas, saw the Mojave River 
country near Victorville he felt that he was 
getting back home. For the past three 
years he has been farming 140 acres of a 
large holding six miles north of the desert 
town. He says he has made good returns 
from alfalfa, that he likes the climate and 
that he still feels the similarity between 
this part of the Mojave Desert and his old. 
home on the plains of Kansas. 

With the property came an old-fashioned 
farmhouse, a water-wheel to lift water out 
of-a gravity ditch from the river to his 
grounds, corrals and the miscellaneous 
equipment of a one-time cattle ranch, a few 
scattered orchards of pears, apples and 
“family fruits,” and some alfalfa fields

forgotten. Mr. Keegins liked the alfalfa 
best and planted more. He says that last 
season he cut and baled an average of seven 
tons to the acre, which he sold at the ranch 
for $30 per ton.

He figures his cost of production on one 
eighty-acre block irrigated from a well at 
$9 a ton or $5040. The 560 tons brought in 
a gross return of about $16,800, so Mr. 
Keegins“feels that alfalfa brings more and 
pays better in California than in Kangas. 

While a ditch flowing over 100 Mches 
crosses the property from the Mojave River, 
he develops his own water by means of

Predatory Beetles Do 
Well in Orchards 


SANTA BARBARA—. An apparently ef- 
fective method for controlling red and pur- 
ple scale on citrus trees by the use of an 
imported Chinese beetle has been discovered 
It gives promise of helping to reduce the 
annual expenditure of more than $1,000,000 
in California for control of the pest, accord- 
ing to Eugene S. Kellogg, county horticul- 
tural commissioner. The county recently 
received a small allotment of beetles for 
experiment purposes. One is known as 
Chilicorus Kuwani and the other is a “Chili- 
corus,” species undetermined. 

County Entomologist F. C. Greer attempt- 
ed to propagate the beetles in the insectary 
but met with discouraging results. Other 
counties to which the beetles were sent 
likewise réported failure to propagate them 
successfully. Taking the only remaining 
chance of carrying on the experiments re- 


Greer liberated the few remaining beetles 
in an infested orchard in Montecito. Re 
cently the officers made a thorough inspec- 
tion and reported that the beetles have 
gone through a complete cycle, that they 
have multiplied rapidly and are making 
steady headway against the scale. 

“} am entirely satisfied with the result of 
our experiments,” Mr. Kellogg said. “We 
know now what other experiments have 
failed to reveal, that the new beetle will 
thrive in the: orchards, will multiply rapidly 
and will destroy the scale. Lemon grow- 
ers of California are spending more than 
$1,000,000 a year to combat the scale and no 
method apparently is as satisfactory here as 
the use of the Chinese beetles.” 


DYNAMITE FOR GRAPEFRUIT 

PHOENIX (Ariz.)—I. D. Miller, a local 
leader in citrus culture, is studying yellow- 
ing and die-back tendencies of some of the 
trees.

That the 
directors of the irrigation district are alive 
to the situation is shown by the frequent 
conferences they have. held with groups of 
ranchers to discuss the problem and to seek 
relief methods. ‘The engineering offices of 
the district have accumulated detailed sur- 
veys and reports of the entire section and 
have tabulated the results of drainage work 
so that there is at hand a valuable source 
of data from which to work out plans. 
Altogether the feeling among ranchers in

manently obviating high-water troubles, In 
1923 it was voted to appropriate $2,500,000 
for the purpose of providing suitable drain- 
age systems.

New Orange Developed 
at Porterville’ - 


PORTERVILLE.—An orange of much 
promise has resulted from a series of ex- 
periments conducted locally by Frank Day- 
bell, chairman of the citrus department of 
the Tulare County Farm Bureau. The fruit 
was grown on trees brought from the ex- 
periment station at Riverside and Mr. 
Daybell’s experiments were conducted in 
conjunction with work of the University 
of California. Twenty-four trees of six 
different varieties were imported for this 


work. 


Mr. Daybell has been a student of citri- 
culture for many years and is much inter- 
ested in orange improvement and the de- 
velopment of an early fruit. He believes 
the climate and soil here may aid ma- 
terially in this development, and result in 
real benefit to the industry. He is con- 
sidering the planting of a ten-acre experi- 
mental grove from pedigreed seed. 


New Walnut Haller Is 
Ingenious Device 


BALDWIN PARK.—A number of years 
ago a group of walnut growers of the Po- 
mona Valley established a trust fund to 


finance experiments in building a satisfac- 


tory walnut huller. For eight years Mc- 
Henry Ross has been making and discard- 
ing models on the Palmerston ranch about 
a mile south of this town. Now a machine 
is said to have been made which will meet 
the requirements. The experiments are re- 
ported to have cost about $7000.

Thé machine may be operated by 
hand with a crank or with a direct-drive 
belt from any small engine. Its capacity is 
five sacks per chain per hour and a six- 
chain machine can hull thirty sacks an hour, 
its inventor says. By actual test, Mr. Ross 
declares, the machine hulled twenty-five 
sacks while an expert hand huller hulled 
half a sack. : | 

Mr. Ross is confident his machine has 
solved a hitherto tedious and costly part of 
the work of walnut handling. 


Would Create “K ansas 
Farm” in Desert 


‘By GEORGE LAW 


When E. B. Keegins, who was raised on a 
farm in the Republican River country of 
Northern Kansas, saw the Mojave River 
country near Victorville he felt that he was 
getting back home. For the past three 
years he has been farming 140 acres of a 
large holding six miles north of the desert 
town. He says he has made good returns 
from alfalfa, that he likes the climate and 
that he still feels the similarity between 
this part of the Mojave Desert and his old 
home on the plains of Kansas. 

With the property came an old-fashioned 
farmhouse, a water-wheel to lift water out 
of-a gravity ditch from the river to his 
grounds, corrals and the miscellaneous 
equipment of a one-time cattle ranch, a few 
scattered orchards of pears, apples and 
“family fruits,” and some alfalfa fields 
planted so long ago that the date has been

forgotten. Mr. Keegins liked the alfalfa 
best and planted more. He says that last 
season he cut and baled an average of seven 
tons to the acre, which he sold at the ranch 
for $30 per ton. He has planted still more 
with a nurse crop of barley. 


He figures his cost of production on one 
eighty-acre block irrigated from a well at 
$9 a ton or $5040. The 560 tons brought in 
a gross return of about $16,800, so Mr. 
Keegins“feels that alfalfa brings more and 
pays better in California than in Kan: 

While a ditch flowing over 100 fMches 
crosses the property from the Mojave River, 
he develops his own water by means of 
wells and pumps. In deepening one old well 
which had reached the first water-stratum 
at eighteen feet he developed enough water 


at twenty-nine feet to provide a continuous | 


pumped flow of 125 inches. The cost of the 
work, together with that of the cement irri- 
gation system for eighty acres, plus water 
and pump, he placed at $1900. An experi- 
mental well which he drilled last year 100 
feet deep, he said, passed through forty-two 
feet of Water-bearing gravel and Govelopad 
a pumped flow of 150 inches. 


Mr. Keegins says it takes about four acre- | 


feet of water the first year to establish 
alfalfa; after that three and one-half feet 
gives best results. Even with the extreme:

Predatory Beetles Do 
Well in Orchards 


SANTA BARBARA.—An apparently ef- 
fective method for controlling red and pur- 
ple scale on citrus trees by the use of an 
imported Chinese beetle has been discovered 
It gives promise of helping to reduce the 
annual expenditure of more than $1,000,000 
in California for control of the pest, accord- 
ing to Eugene S. Kellogg, county horticul- 
tural commissioner. The county recently 
received a small allotment of beetles for 
experiment purposes. One is known as 
Chilicorus Kuwani and the other is a “Chili- 
corus,” species undetermined, 

County Entomologist F. C. Greer attempt- 
ed to propagate the beetles in the insectary 
but met with discouraging results. Other 
counties to which the beetles were sent 
likewise reported failure to propagate them 
successfully. Taking the only remaining 


Fertilizer Sales Show 


Farm Prosperity 


As an indication of agricultural pros- 
perity in California and the optimistic out- 
look of the farmers for bumper crops this 
year, Geo. P. Gray, Chief of the Division of 
Chemistry of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, points out that fertilizer sales for 
the first quarter of this year were the 
largest in the history of the State. 

The State fertilizer law requires a quart- 
erly sworn statement of fertilizer sales 


‘from each fertilizer manufacturer doing 


business in the State. The reports of the 
eighty firms registered in California, just 


‘tabulated by the Division of Chemistry, show 


a total of 43,483 tons so'd during January, 
February and March, 1925, while the great- 
est tonnage previously reported was for the 
corresponding quarter of 1923, amounting 
to 37,838 tons. Records of the consump 
tion of fertilizer in the State have been 
kept over a period of twenty-two years— 
that is, since 1903, when the law first went 
into operation. The total annual sales re- 
ported by five-year periods are as follows: 
1904—-9,073 tons; 1904—38,703 tons; 1914 
—34,400 tons; 1919—60,159 tonsa; 1924— 
66,274 tons; The largest annual tonnage 


|so far reported was for 1922, amounting to 


74,819 tons. 

Mr. Gray says that the movement of fer- 
tilizers is a good barometer indicating agri- 
cultural prosperity, particularly among fruit 
growers. In periods of drought, severe 
freezes or partial failure of crops from other 
causes, Many orchardists curtail their ex- 
penditures wherever possible and he says, 
the purchase of commercial fertilizer is 
usually one of the first items eliminated 
from production costs. If times are better, 
good crops have been harvested, and the 
outlook for the future is bright, the orchard- 
ist begins to replenish the plant food in his 
soil by the application of fertilizer, accord- 
ing to Mr. Gray. 3

Care of the Baby—Rickets 


EALTH writers have written so much 
about rickets, have warned mothers so 
repeatedly to guard against it that the 
clinical picture is fairly common knowledge. 
‘Most mothers, when they visualize rickets, 
at once bring a mental image of a child with 
a large protruding abdomen, white flabby 
skin, lusterless eyes, and a severely retard- 
ed development. 

To a considerable extent this picture is 
correct, for rickets is an underdevelopment 
characterized by these indications and in- 
ternally manifested: by a failure of proper 
bone development. 

Rickety children often will go to two or 
two-and-a-half years before they learn to 
walk and when they do learn, their walk is 
wobbly and unsteady with ankles bent an4 
muscles weak. 

These children often need corrective foot- 

wear and sometimes appliances or braces 
to straighten malformed bones. However, 
it is not my purpose in this article to de 
scribe a clinical picture of rickets, for most 
mothers know it. My object is to forestall 
some of the obnoxious methods in its treat- 
ment. 
. The medical profession is futilely grasp- 
ing at symptoms, -figuratively barking up, 
a wrong tree in their attempts to overcome 
rickets. 

In a hazy sort of way they know that 
something is wrong with the diet. Were 
their reasoning to go back far enough, the 
remedy would be as apparent as the nose 
on the face. 

The diet is deficient in a mysterious sub- 


stance known as vitamines. 


Rather than change baby’s diet so * to 
include these all-important vitamines, with 
typical inconsistency they proceed to find 
back door entrances where the front door 
is the shortest way in. 

‘They prescribe, for instance, that the oil 
of certain fish, notgbly the cod, is rich in 
vitamines. This oil is extracted and emulsi- 
fied and is used as a specific to furnish the 
necessary vitamines.

Some- 
times its stimulating effect seems to liven 
Most of the time it is ineffective, 
but it constitutes an effort to do something 
and of course enriches the drug dealers.

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HE diagnosis was correct, but 
the. patient died.” This you 
will often hear people say in 
jest or sarcasm. Without know- 
ing it, however, they have hit upon a truth 
which is being borne out repeatedly by the 
experiences of thousands of people. 


Medical science has for its foundation the 
accuracy of its diagnoses. It is*built upon 
the belief that each disease with its train 
of symptoms involves a definite treatment. 
Ailments are treated Instead of the human 
y. This necessitates the most minute 
ssification of ailments in a variety of 
form so that we. are lost in a maze of con- 
tradictory symptoms and diseases. 


According to medical practice, each dis- 


_ @ase has its individual treatment. 
far they have evolved well over 6000 vart- 
eties and subvérieties of diseases. But the 
line of demarcation between the one and 
the other is often a slender one, and al- 
most impossible of accurate differentiation 
by the average lay physician. 


Thus 


For instance, the great Richard Cabot, 


author of standard textbooks used in medi- 
cal schools, frequently states.that 49 per 
cent of his diagnoses have proven comnae 
» at the postmortem autopsés. If Dr. Cabot, 
- the diagnostic genius of the medical pro- 
fession, is but 49 per cent correct, what ts 
the average percentage of correct diagnoses 
by the lay practitioner, who is pressed for 
time to such an extent that it is frequently 
impossible for him to read a current maga- 
zine, let alone follow every up-to-date ave- 
nue of research and, investigation. 


Perhaps this would not be detrimental to 


the public were it not for the vicious con- 
_ Sequences of this scientific inaccuracy. 

Since virtually every disease has its drug 

“remedy,” any remote value which might 
placed to the action of drugs would be 
set by its very uncertainty.. 

Suppose we take a few illustrations. 

If you were to complain of a chronic pain 
in your right side, with no other symptoms, 
and were to ask a dozen doctors for a 
diagnosis, you would get from two to twelve 
different opjnions. To a large ‘extent it 
would rest on his methods of research and 
examination. 

The other day I had such a case. A 
woman had been complaining of pain in the 
right of the abdomen for about five months. 
Her family doctor called it appendicttis and 
recommended an operation. He sént her to 
a consulting specialist, who in turn, after 
taking about $30 worth of X-rays, called it 
ulcer of the duodenum. Not satisfied, she 
visited still another~ specialist, who stated 
she was in the incipient stage of cancer. 
Still not satisfied, she determined to make 
the rounds some more...

She had heard of fasting for the cure of 
disease. Finally, she decided to trust the 
best doctor of any, herself. On her own 
volition she went on a two-day fast each 
week for a period of three months, chang- 
ing her diet so as to eliminate all the food- 
stuffs which were responsible for her 
troubles.

Postmortem autopsy woul have been the 
only proof of a correct diagnosis and most 
patients fortunately are very slightly inter- 
ested in their own postmortem autopsies, 
even for the sake of science. 


Now, let us look back at the history of 
this typical case, which may be multiplied 
a thousandfold. Each doctor to whom she 
went for advice was intent on selling his 
specialty, his treatment or his surgery. [If 
she had obeyed some of them she probably 
would have been minus a gall bladder, an 
appendix, a loop of intestine or a portion of 
a stomach. She was fortunate in being 
blessed with a good quota of common sense, 
but how about the countless thousands who 


are mutilated and drugged on the basis of , 


a system which bears no eee 
truth or science? 


In most of the cases it was not the ac- 
curacy of diagnoses nor the true knowledge 
of the patient's condition which induced the 
sufferer to undergo life-destroying opera- 
tions. Rather is it the cleverness of sales- 
manship, the ability of the doctor to “sell” 
his patient an operation, which in most 


of 


cases determines the surgical or drug treat- . 


ment of disease. 


Even with every laboratory facility, even 
though their doctor keeps right up to the 
minute on every latest “scientific” develop- 
ment, even though he has every possible 
piece of apparatus and equipment, diagnosis 
is uncertain, inaccurate and practically en- 
tirely guesswork. 

We would not entrust the building of.a 
two by four dog kennel to a carpenter who 
was as uncertain of his carpentry as the 
average doctor is uncertain of his diagnosis. 
Yet we trust our lives and the lives of our 
loved ones on opinions less certain and less 
sound than the poorest mechanic in 
realm of productive industry. 


- Learn how to live so as to disobey the- 
self-evident laws of nature as little as pos- 
sible. 


It is only as we conform to these laws 


that we can secure health. Any other pro- 


cedure cannot overcome disease and be pro- 
ductive of health. Trust in natural meth- 
ods rather than in doctors’ Cagneee. 


Woman's Great Epochs 


F WE were to divide life into the minutes, 
hours, days and weeks of which it is com- 
posed, most of it would be fairly hum-drum 
and monotonous; at least, the larger por- 
tion does not linger in consciousness and

look through the physical life of woman, 


Dealing with her entire period of exist- 


ence as a large scale of time, much of it is 
fairly hum-drum, but here and there is the 
out-cropping of the big moment, the great 
event or the distinctly important epoch. 

In most of our lives, our fortunes rise or 
wane frequently on the decision of the mo-

On her behavior during these epochs, on

—the change from girlhood to womanhood; 
motherhood; and the period of the men- 
pause.

path is perilous, and far too often filled 


with misfortune, 


‘What she does dufing the days and years 
in between these periods ultimately deter.

great crises. 

Knowledge, preparation, proper diet, 
physical culture, and a knowledge of sex- 
hygiene will develop the child into a beauty 
of womanhood that is free from the terrible 
pains and suffering that sd many children 
are compelled to undergo. 

This same knowledge of right living will 
make the function of motherhood a joy and 
a blessing instead of a perilous descent into 


_ the valley of death during the second great 


epoch. 

And finally, this same. knowledge of clean, 
wholesome living, free from drugs, free 
from @xcesses and free from the nérvous de- 
bilitation so characteristic of present-day 
woman will bring her through the third and 
most critical period of her Hfe—the meno- 
pause. 

It is during this third period that she suf- 
fers the most, and in which the mortality of 
sickness and death is the “greatest.

The great role played in nutri- 
tion by the organic salts, not being direct- 
ly related to the chemical: processes of di- 
gestion, was naturally slow in coming into 
recognition and appreciation, and the vi- 
tamins, .which enter the body for im- 
use, because of their subtlety, 
necessarily awaited the development of the 
more recent refinements ef organic 
istry. 

Very naturally, roughage being altogether 
indigestible, it was quite overlooked as an 
essential element of food and even re 
garded as undesirable.
